Incident Summary:  On June 1, 2020, at approximately 10:27 p.m., Columbus Police were dispathed to 
the Westerville Medical Campus located at 260 Polaris Parkway on a reported shooting. Medical 
personnel advised police radio that Mr. Yunis Ali had drove himself to their location after being shot one 
(1) time in the right calf. While being interviewed by detectives, Mr. Ali advised being at the carry out 
located on Cleveland Ave. at Belcher Dr. when he observed an unknown black male out front pacing back 
and forth. After completing his purchase, Mr. Ali described getting back into his car and backing out of 
the parking space. Then without provacation; the unknown male approached him and fired multiple times 
into the passenger side of his car. Mr. Ali was released after observation and is expected to make a full 
recovery.
